EXAMINATION OF LEVEE BOARDS 

In an endeavor to comply with the requirements of Act 140 
of 1916 and Senate Resolution No. 12 of the Extra Session of 
1917, we propounded interrogatories to the various levee board 
officials throughout the State. The answers to these interroga- 
tories have given us a great amount of information about fche 
levee boards of Louisiana, but. the obtaining of tins information 
can, by no means, lie considered a thorough investigation of tin 1 

operations of the levee hoards, 

it was impossible Tor this Board to investigate properly the 
Louisiana levee hoards for the reason that we had neither the 
time not' (he money necessary to make, the investigation. 

After we reeeived reports from the various levee hoards we 
sent one of our inspectors to eheek over their linaiieial state- 
Stents a ud had (he inspector report the results of his investiga- 
tion. 

In order to lay before you all of the information obtained 
by ns, with reference to the levee boards, we publish below the 
questions propounded, the answers thereto, made by the officers 
of each levee board, ami the report of our inspector on each board. 

As stated above, it was impossible for this Board to conduct 
an investigation that would verify the statements contained in 
these answers, and we submit the information obtained to your 
Excellency, the members of the Legislature and the public for 
whatever it may be worth.

Question li.— 'flip President of Die Board, V. M. Lrfebvrp, 
gives all of his time to the business of his office. 

Tin* Secretary of the Hoard, Thos. G. Erwiu, is president of 
the Bank of West B&tOB Rouge and the office of the Board is 
in Hie bank building. 

The Chief Inspector, dames l'irie, has some cattle on the 
Atahafalaya, but this has not prevented hitti from doing his work, 
his son Inning charge of the cattle. 

The other Inspectors have no business that 1 know of besides 
their work as inspectors. 

Question in,— Our contracts are let by advertising for sealed 
bids, which are on stated dates opened in a public meeting. In 
eases of emergency, private contracts are made; this was the 
ease at the Lower Laeour levee, a short distance above Raecourei, 
Poinle Coupee Parish. The specifications ore prepared by the 

State Hoard of Engineers. Warrants are signed and issued by 

Secretary and President of Hoard. 

The last contract, Upon whi.-h an extension at same price as 
contract was jriven by the Hoard, was in the case of the I'luipie- 
tnine City front levee (Oajneron-White Co.) eontractor in 1913. 
The Evergreen levee, below Hbiquetuine, had, during the Hood 
Of 1912, msi a good ileal of money and given the Hoard a good 
deal of concern, and, as it was ;it that time hard to get con- 
tractors to move on a small job, the Hoard got the Immerail- 
Wbitc Co, to do this work, their machine being near the work 
V, hen the IMaqueiuiue Levee was finished. 

Question 12. — The Hoard lias sold one hundred thousand dol- 
lars of o'.'i bonds fit par and aeerued interest in the last live 
years. Bids were asked of bond and banking institutions. Funds 
used for build in?-' and enlarging levees. We have lately sold 
fifty thousand dollars of o',, bonds for fifty thousand, three hun- 
dred and eighty dollars and accrued interest. 

Question 13. — Proceeds of bond sales wmv left with State 
Treasurer until needed to pay warrants i'or work done. The 
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Board never deposits any money in miy hank, The State Treas- 
urer is our banker. 

Question IK, — The fonsol illation of the levee boards would 
reestablish conditions existing before the creation of these 
boards, Everyone knows it was then a failure. 

The success of Hie levee hoards is due to the Tact that the 
business of these hoards lias been placed in the hands of citizens 
living behind the levees in each district, and whose all depended 
on the building and maintenance of the levees. 

It is also largely due to the Fact (hat members of the different 
hoards are acquainted with the people along the levees in each 
<Us(riet anil work in eo-nporat ion with the riparian owners. This 
COUld hardly he done hy non-residents. 

Every member of the Board of Commissioners of the Atehat 
ahiya Basin Levee District is opposed to the consolidation of the 
levee hoards. I ascertained this faet at our meeting yesterday. 

The f(iiestions not answered hy nie have been answered hy our 
Secretary, and are enclosed. 

Hoping that the above will give you the information you 
desire, if not 1 am always ready to give any additional informa- 
tion you may want.

Gentlemen; I submit herewith report on Atchafalaya Basin 
Levee Diatriet, domiciled at Port Allen, West Baton Range Par- 
ish, Louisiana, comprising tin' whole of West Baton Rouge. 
Terrebonne, Poiute Coupee Parishes and part- of Ascension, 
Assumption, Iberia, Iberville, Lafourche, St. Landry, St. Martin 
and St. Mary Parishes. 

The financial statement rendered gave receipts and disburse- 
ments hy months in detail as shown hy report, but no attempt 
was wade to compile report and make statement, so as to reflect 
the condition of affaire without spending much time in examina- 
tion of the rather lengthy report. 

Hence, 1 submit herewith financial statement, condensed for 
the two years called for, but Ihr items are detailed as much as 
possible to reflect the true condition as shown by their hooks. 

Tln'ir system of financing is somewhat unusual, and I will 
attempt to explain its working us fully as possible, in order 
that you may understand the matter of outstanding warrants 
as shown hi the financial statement sulnnitteil. The minutes show 
an agreement to exist with the linnk of Huron Konge, and has 
existed for the past few years, wherein the hank agrees to loan 
or easb warrants drawn on the auditor Up to $300 4 000,00 during 
tt fiscal year, and to hold the said warrants until such time as the 
auditor will have sufficient funds, over and above such amount. 

as is ii ssary to meet preferred claims, such as interest, on 

bonds, etc., lo take them up, The auditor takes tip monthly from 
the hank such amounts as the funds on hand will justify. The 
interest charge under this agreement is 5' L .'. on all warrants 
issued, for the time held, and interest to begin on the first day of 
the month on which the warrants were issued. Vim wit! note 
receipts for 191S-1916 shows the lialanee on hand .Inly 1. 1915, 
and disbursements shows outstanding warrants duly 1. 1915, and 
each month the balance of outstanding warrants is shown on their 
hooks, hence at the close of J line 30, 1915, the outstanding war- 
rants is shown under the head of receipts, and balance with treas- 
urer shown under the head of disbursements, showing the total 
receipts and disbursements to be in balance. 

The same applies lo 1916-1917 receipts and disbursements. 
You will find attached hereto a list of outstanding warrants, 
dune 'M), 1917, winch agrees with the amount shown on state- 
ment except a difl'eronee of SO cents, which is an error and has 

been corrected.

The yardage and price paid for the time considered is shown 
mi pages r>l to 61, inclusive; the yardage is sometimes stated at 
top of the page in pencil. Receipts are shown hy month on 
pages 62 to 73, inclusive. Disbursements hy month, H to \^. 
inclusive, The minutes do not show speeifie Board action on ;i)l 
contracts, Inn the President advises that he is authorized by 
Board to let contracts by competitive bids, for levee construction 
in conjunction with tli" Board of St site Engineers, which seems 
to in' the. case, in must contracts let, am) the contract shows that 
the Board of State Engineers has drawn specifications and ap- 
proved the bids. It would seem, from the minutes and informa-

In answer to your impiiry number eighteen (18) which was 
enclosed with others in your coin mimic at ion a! September 13, 
liH7, and addressed to me as ('resident of the Orleans Levee 
Hoard, I beg to stale that 1 can only answer from the standpoint 
nf this Board. We do not believe that the work, contracts or 
business of the Hoard of Levee Commissioners of the Orleans 
I ,,\ ,-,- District should he confused with or consolidated with any 
other levee hoard or district, nor do we believe that the control 
and management should be removed from this parish. 
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Tin 1 work nf this Board is nol only confined to t In* protection 
of the City of Xew Orleans against overflow of the Mississippi 
River, hut to give protection against overflow of the Mississippi 
River in sin-u a way as to not interfere with the commerce of 

this port and also to protect the city from storm water in the 
rear and water above and helow, and to that end to erect the 
necessary levees, seawall and locks. The concentration of enor- 
mous wealth and large amount of property, improvements, indus- 
tries, factories, railroads audi other business and enterprises and 
t)ie great inunlier of human lives require constant and continuous 
watching ami strengthening of the levees. 

The funds with which these Jevees and works are constructed 
and maintained is contributed entirely by the Parish of Orleans, 
except ten thousand dollars ($10,000,01)) whieh is received from 
the general engineering fund. 

You will see from the Acts of the Legislature whieh created 
this Hoard and whieh authorizes this Board, this Board has been 
pi veil extraordinary powers due to the property and lives it is 
charged to protect, and to attempt to change its authority or to 
place the management of its affairs in the hands of a body which 
is not directly interested and thoroughly conversant, with the 
eon ilit ions here, or to directly or indirectly divert the fu.ids, 
would work irreparable and untold hardship upon this commu- 
nity, who are contributing to this work for their protection. 

in finality, I will say that the work of this Board is so sepa- 
rate and distinct from the work of other levee hoards and dis- 
tricts, that nothing but barm could conic to the city, parish and 
district hy advocating the consolidation of the affairs of this 
Board with any other Board.

1 also examined eare fully each item rep- 
resented on the financial statement, and verified their correct- 
ness from the records, and am satisfied said statements reflect 
accurately the amounts represented t hereon from the records. 
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The answers to queries submitted retleet the farts as obtained 
from tin* records, and the minutes of the meetings of the Board 
duly recorded. The balances on hand at the end of the quar- 

ters were verified from lmnk statements submitted, and quar- 
terly statements from the State Auditor showing tlieir correct- 
ness. This Board collects monthly Large amounts as royalties 
from its oil wells, and these collections, and all other monies col- 
In'led from various sources, arc deposited in the City .National 
Bank here, and remittances made periodically to State Auditor. 

All monies collected hy the Sheriff for ad valorem, and other 
taxes, are remitted direct to the State Auditor, and the Secre- 
tary of the Hoard advised of the amount. An examination of the 
hank account shows that usually quite substantial balances are 
kept in the local bun);. It seems from the record that the usual 
rule is to remit such amounts drawn from the bank to the State 
Auditor as will kceji the needs of the Hoard met for warrants 
drawn against State Auditor. No payments are made with 
cheeks on the local bunk, but are made by warrant on State Aud- 
itor in proper form.

Question Number Ten, 

Levee contracts are let by the Hoard of Commissioners for the 
district. Specifications for the same are usually drawn by the 
Board of Stale Engineers. The President of the Board of Com- 
missioners of the Levee District, with the assistance of the. See- 
rotary, supervises, am) the President of the iioard approves the 
same. 

The Secretary of the Board issues all warrants, and all war- 
rants are signed hy the I 'resident aiul tlie Secretary. 

No Contract has been let for levee work, or an extension to 
(he said contract made at I he same price without re-letting, to 
any private contractor. 

Contracts for levee work let to the Board of Control for the 
State Penitentiary are sometimes extended at the same price 
without re-letting, as the law does not require that contracts 
made to the state Board of Control be advertised and let to the 
lowest, bidder. 

Question Number Eleven. 

This Levee District has no other indebtedness lhan its out- 
standing bonds, except the current monthly expenses, which are 
paid on the last day of each month. 

Question Number Twelve. 

The following bonds have been issued within the past five 
years: $250,000.00 in bonds issued September Hi, L915. Inter- 
est .V, per annum, payable semi-annually. Price received, 
$250,810.00, on condition that the proceeds be deposited with the 
purchasers, the purchasers to pay 2'}i per annum interest on 
daily balances. Proceeds of this sale have been and are being 
used to construct new and enlarge old levees. 
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on November ID, 1916, this Board soM $250,000.00 worth ul 
bonds l'*>r s|>262,0<)0,QQ mi condition i hat the proceeds be deposited 
with the purchasers, tin' purchasers paying I 1 -', interest on 
daily balances. Rate of interest on this issue tjras .">', pe* an- 
ruim, payable semi-annually. The proceeds of this issue have 
been and are being used for the enlargement of tlit* drainage ca- 
nals which drain the levels and the land adjacent to the levees. 

Question Number Thirteen. 

Tin 1 proceeds of the above Hvo bond issues were deposited with 
the State Treasurer, but were withdrawn on the same day that 
the deposit wi>H nsaih' and deposited in the Hibernia Bank & 
Trust Company of Ww Orleans, for the reason that they pur- 
chased the said bond on condition that the proceeds were to be 
deposited in their Hank at the rate of interest above stated. 

Under provisions Of Act No. 205 of 1912, See. 8. 

Public boards are permitted to sell their bonds upon condi- 
tion that the proceeds lie deposited with the purchasing bank, 
and tins Board took advantages of the provisions of this law 
for iln- reason I hat tin* amount offered for said bonds by said 
Hank under the deposit condition was considerably larger than 
hid from any other source. 

Question Number Eighteen. 

I do not. believe thai the consolidation of the contract work 
and financial affairs of all the levee hoards into one small Hoard 
of t'nblie Improvements, located at the capital, would be prac- 
tical, nor do 1 believe there is any need for such a consolidation. 

All Hie contract work, other than minor contracts fur repairs, 
is at present as nearly consolidated as it could be if a new board 
were created fur ibis purpose. 

The Board of State Engineers, under the present system, 
draws the specifications for all levee contracts, and a member of 
the Board of State Engineers is p resell 1 at all levee let tings, and 
advises tile lewe hoards as tn whether or not the price is exces- 
sive, and generally supervises the letting, The Board of En- 
gineers is always in touch with the contract, supervises the in- 
spection ill' the work, measures the work at stated periods and 
issues to the various Levee boards certificates of the amount of 
work completed, which certificate is authority for the payment 
to the con tractor. In I he writer's opinion no other board could 
give any better service in supervising the contract work of the 
various levee boards than could the Hoard of State Engineers. 
The State Hoard of Engineers has been an organisation lor many 
vears, is thoroughly familiar with the conditions existing in all 



of tlic State Levee ! >isf rii-i*. has I lie advantage of years of es- 
porienee in handling leVce contract mutters, which il would take 
a new board years tn acquire. Why en-ate another board when 
the contract work of the various districts is, i» effect, already 
consolidated iiinl in efficient hands? The writer's suggestion 
would be tliat if there is not. sufficient consolidation with refer- 
ence to lev* outr:icts nloii'l' t he present system, then give tin* 

Board of state Engineers noire authority with reference to levee. 
contrasts. 

I Bra opposed to the creation of a central hoard to handle 
the financial affairs of ail the levee districts for many reasons. 

In the tirst place, ] don't believe il would be fair or demo- 
cratic to create a central hoard for this purpose without giving 
each levee district a representative thereon. This would he out 
of the question, for Eh* reason that you would have a Hoard coin- 
posed of twenty or thirty members, and a board of tins size 
would be very expensive and difficult to handle, 

It should always lie remembered in discussing this question 
that levee districts are created in a certain locality for the single 
purpose of protecting that locality or section from overflow. To 
illustrate, the t'addo Levee District was not created for the pur- 
pose of protecting the property in any other district in tin* State, 
and the inhabitants of the Caddo District have no interest in 
the protection of property situated in other sections of the State, 
Other than that interest. e\ery good citizen has in his fellow man. 
The taxpayer in the Caddo District pays his levee tax solely for 
the purpose of keeping the water oil' of his Citddo District prop- 
erty, and he wants, and is entitled to have, men who are in his 
district and whose interests are in common with his own, to man- 
an- his financial affairs. 

No central hoard coutd, as a body, appreciate the point of 

view, the desires or the i ds of each levee distrirt ; there is no 

fixed rule which could measure the conditions and the needs of 
all the various districts. Tile conditions existing in I he various 
districts are frequently very different, and in many instances the 
interests, Cram a standpoint of protection, are in direct conflict, 
and we should always hold in mind that protection is what each 
distriel i.s raising funds for. A centra! hoard would be forced, 
on many occasions, to supervise the finances of two districts with 
conflicting interests. In many instances, a member of a small 
central board would be a large property owner in one of these 
districts; it will be needless to suggest that it would not be fair 
to permit the fate of the district not represented to be decided 
by a small or large board on which it bad no voice. 
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Soule lime in the future, when the Slal? can supply ample 
funds to construct dykes of sufficient size to protect the prop- 
erty all over the State from overflow, a small central board in 
which is lodged the management of all levee a flairs will probably 
lie Feasible, but that, time is n long way off. For the present, ami 
for many years to come, n<j central levee board can take the 
place of the district, levee hoards, and give efficient service, 
protection and general satisfaction. Every separate district 
baa its own problem, financial and otherwise; to the man whose 
all is located behind Ids levee, this problem is vital. It is per- 
sonal to him and bis neighbors, The solution of his problem de- 
pends almost entirely upon raising sufficient funds with which 
to accomplish the work which the district hoard knows better 
\\\>m any central hoard will ever know, is necessary. The dis- 
trict boards, as they now exist, if properly regulated, and kept 
mil of politics, will accomplish the purposes for which they were 
created, in a more satisfactory manner, and in a shorter time 
than any general or central board will ever do. 

The writer has been in close touch with the levee affairs of 
this Si ale for years, and is convinced that there is no need for 
a centra! levee board of any kind, and believes that, as a general 
ride, the levee districts! °' 'his State are, under the present sys- 
tem, administered as honestly, as economically and as efficiently 
as are any public hoards anywhere, and then' is no real ii<n:i\ for 
any radical change. 

in my opinion, the expense could dot be materially reduced 
by consolidation, Local inspectors are necessary. The costs of 
assessing and collecting taxes wmilfl not be reduced. .Most of 
tilt? heard members receive no salaries, The members of a cen- 
tral board would necessarily he paid good salaries, which amount 
would offset the saving from not. having to pay mileage and 
per diem of the various memhers. The writer believes that the 
opinion of thi' Hoard of Stale Engineers with reference to the 
question would be very valuable, and for the reason that the 
members of the said Board have a thorough knowledge of the 
details of the work, the financial method, the needs, and the 
plans of I he several levee districts of the State,

Supervisor of PubJw Accounts" records on ajuarterly statements 
made for quarter ending June 80, I'M", found from outstanding 
warrants the balance to be correct, except a difference of $40,00, 
the Levee Board being $40.00 ^|, n ii as shows by their books and 
my compilations. This $40.00 I find lo be in December, 1915, in 
balance as reported lo the Supervisor, anil the Supervisor n>l- 
viseil that an error in the item of mtmnnl paid as assessors 1 

c mssinn, as show] my statement of L915-1916, as entered 

$1,994.47, should be and was only $1,954.41. The Supervisor of 
Tnljlic Accounts, as .shown by his records, called the Secretary's 
attention to this difference. The correction vvas not made at the 
time, nor so far as I find has ever been made.

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lti. Do you believe all the contract work ami iinaiu-ial affairs 
of all the levee boards could be consolidated into one .small 
Board of Public Improvements, located at the capital, and, if 
not, please explain why and give us your views on the subject 
matter, 

A. It is my opinion that the affairs of the levee boards can 
be better handled in the manner now bring operated. As the 
system now is, each member of the various levee boards Coming 
from a different parish gives the property the added protection 
of having one Familiar with levee work constantly in the service. 
The expenses incurred by the members of the levee boards in 
mileage and per iliem is relatively small considering the amount 
of service rendered, and to obtain similar service by the appoint- 
ment of additional engineers while being more expensive, would 
not give the actual personal attention to the levees they now 
receive from the commissioners. 

A centra! board, which necessarily would be smaller than the 
present, boards, would entail more work on the members thereof, 
and proportionately increase the coat of service, but would not 
have the effect ol giving the personal service in each parish 
that the commissioners now give. It would be impossible for 
the members of a central board to give the levees their personal 
attention, and Ihis would necessitate the appointment of addi- 
tional inspectors anil engineers. As a general rule the member 
of the levee board is a. large property owner or representative 
of large taxpayers. These men are personally interested in main- 
taining and keeping the levee repaired. In addition, during 
the high water periods, when the danger is great, these men 
are in a position to rush hundreds of laborers of their own or 
their companies to scenes of weak places that probably could not 
he attended to if the board was centralized. 

While proliably a small saving might be incurred in the 
office expense, the force of a central office would necessarily 
have to be of SUftb sfee as to maintain the office, and when taken 
in comparison with the actual cost now, the saving would be 
insignificant. The probable saving of just a IV w thousand dol- 
lars in maintaining a central office by centralizing the boards of 
the State might, in times of high water, be the means of costing 
the property tax payers a great many thousands of dollars front 
overflow which is now reduced to a mini am in owing to the per- 
sonal attention given the levees by I he present connnissmners.

The report of receipts ami disbursements as reported for tin 1 
two years it) iti harmony with the records of their cash hook 
showing same, and all a mounts under the various heads were 
verified and found correct The- report itself contains explana- 
tions of the manner in which the proceeds from flu- sate of de- 
bentures, loans, and sale bonds; arc handled from a bookkeeping 
standpoint, resulting in double receipts and disbursements, as 
shown on report. When debentures are sold, or loans made, or 
bonds sold, banks negotiating same require the funds to be left 
on deposit, they allowing interest on balances until the funds are 
needed. To comply with the requirements of the law, the entire 

amount is drawn again, in t'avur of the State Treasurer, and 
then re-drawn from the Treasurer in favor of bank, and so en- 
tered on their cash book; then from time to time amounts are 
drawn from the hanks and deposited with the Treasurer and 
credited as receipts again, and, whi'u disbursed and charged, 
makes a double receipt and disbursement, arising out of the 
same transaction. 

I examined the cash bonk, showing all receipts and disburse- 
ments and Found agreement with the total shown on report. 

All payments made are audited ami approved by a regular 
finance committee (except salaries ami fixed expenses) appointed 
for this purpose, which meets once a month. 

The policy pursued by this Hoard, as regards repair work and 
high water expense (except where regular contracts are given) in 
the various parishes is that the mem her from that pariah has 
full charge of all work and submits his payroll for expenses in- 
curred, and when audited and approved by the finance commit- 
tee, warrant is issued in bis favor for payment. You will note 
a list of warrants issued in favor of members is given in report, 
and division is given as to what mattes the amount, for which 
the warrant is issued. This list is practically correct, except for 
several small errors in listing ami failure in some instances to 
distribute, which is presumed to 1>^ the neglect of the typewriter. 
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In closing the statement June UO, lit] 7. the cash balance as 
shown with Treasurer was verified and found in agreement with 
thf Treasurer's statement rendered Tor June 80, 1917, alter al- 
lowing' for outstanding warrants. However, there was in the 
hands of tlii 1 Whitney-Central Bank & Trust Company, as shown 
by books kept against them, something over $67,000.00, balance 
of tin ] roceeds of the bond .sale, about which I hail the Secretary 
write an addenda anil attach to the report which i mailed toyeur 
office Monday nigld. I examined sonic payrolls, and found same 
signed, but some signatures seemed to be made in same hand- 
writing, and witnesses were usually signed where marks were 
made. 

Some of the items of disbursements should have been subdi- 
vided into more various heads, but as the statement was made, 
and correct so far as the records show. [ did not undertake to do 
so, as it would have required considerable time, and explanations 
arc made on report as to the composition, and are rather full. 
Should you care especially to have mow detailed information 
as to what composes miscellaneous items under disbursements, if 
you will ask Mr. MeFarland's office to loan you the eijrht quar- 
terly reports covering the period of the miscellaneous items and 
other items, are more fully detailed by quarters, which you can 
go over in a very short time. 

So far as the records show, the statement is correct. It 
would lie impossible in the short time used to determine any- 
thing positive as regards the misuse of funds or undue expendi- 
tures, as the report, itself shows under proper heads for what 
the money has been spent.

In replying to this question, it might be assumed that my 
reply would naturally be drawn from .sell* hit crested ncss a ml » 
biased point of view and would therefore be warped and preju- 
diced. I shall, however, try to give my views as a plain citizen, 
baying in mind the welfare and best interest of my district ami 
its people and especially its protection from (he worst oi disas- 
ters — the overflow — resulting in the destruction of thousands of 
dollars of property. 

The valley, or' alluvial sections of Louisiana, 1 believe are sub- 
divided into seventeen levee districts, eaeh of which is under the 
supervision of a board organised under the laws of Louisiana.; 
these hoards, or small home governments, us it were, are ap- 
pointed by the Executive of our State and are men selected who 
are supposed to know how to meet all emergencies arising from 
the annual light with floods of the Mississippi Rivet 1 and espe- 

eially to finance the building and maintenance of the great walls 

of dirt to protect the country. 

Tin* Fifth Louisiana Levee District, comprising l he parishes 
of East Carroll, Madison, Tensas and Concordia, has a line ol - 
levers 241.8 miles, from Arkansas to the lied Uiver. with I he c\- 
Ception of an unclosed gap from ft. Breeze in Concordia Parish 
to the Red River, about IS miles, with an average width of 
ahout 35 miles from the Mississippi River lo the fool hills; with 
an acreage of ahout 1.4!M>,iH)i> acres, about one-fifth of which is 
open and susceptible of cultivation, 

Since the organization of the fifth Louisiana Levee District, 
by -\c| 4 1 of ibe Legislature Of the session of 1MKG, al which time 
there were no levees, you might well say, lo proteel the country, 
there has been spent by the district in the construction, repair, 
maintenance and flood protection, about the sum of $1,521,- 
42;i.s;i, not to speak of the amount expended by the f, S. Govern- 
ment ami State Government. 

The levees range from 15 to 36 feet in height and from lot) 
In 350 feet base; notwithstanding the great size now, the Com- 
mission estimates that us niueh more dirt will be necessary to 
establish a permanent and safe levee system. 

The Commission grade has been raised from year to year, 
for the reason that the flood stage has increased by reason of 
dosing of the great valleys above — the St. Francis ami otiier 
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basins above, and by reason of drainage of the swamps of the 
northern valleys, along Hit' Ohio, Mississippi ainl their tributaries. 

Id 1SH2. wlii'ii there wen- few small private levees, the record 
Hood was 4S.K at Vieksbuni, .Miss., jiihI 47,8 at Natchez. Miss, 
in J 91 6, the stage readied $3.9 at Vlekauurg and 53.6 at Natchez, 
about Hie middle of February, and doubtless the stage would 
have reached §5 feet if levees had held along the tine. 

This district differs in many ways from the otlier districts 
Of the State, i» its soil formations and accretions; here We have 
a condition of caving banks, which constantly encroach upon its 
banks and may trash away miles of levee before changing its 
course. We may safely vctitmv 1 he insertion that the line of 
levees in this d is trig t have been entirely constructed new within 
I lie past thirty years and, again, had the banks been protected 
from caving, the amount expended upon the levees alone would 
have given us a system of levees impregnable from the greatest 
floods that have come down the river. This condition of caving 
does not exist below the Red River. Our distinct each year is 
confronted with the problem of building new loop levees on ac- 
count of the caving banks, and, in some instances, consuming 
the entire revenues of the district to build these loop levees. 

Under the Flood Control Act, recently passed by Congress, 
the district will be required to contribute oiu dollar to every two 
rltdlitrx appropriated liy ihe I'. S. Government for llie construc- 
tion of levees to Commission grade. 

For Ibis year, 11)17, onr pro rata lias been tixed at $218,- 
834.00 by the Commission, The district, under provisions of 
I be bill, will be required to maintain the levees, take care of all 
temporary emergencies and make the high water lights. 

I am reciting the above facts, in order lo bring to your at- 
tention the magnitude of the work and attention required in otir 
district alone. 

This Board has for the past many years Inn) trained high* 
water fighters ami but lor the organization and the organiza- 
tion of its co-workers, the people whu live behind the levees, 
there would have been many breaks in the system and disaster. 

In a general way, the Board of Public improvements might 
appear from a superficial, economical standpoint, the proper 
thing; but, it might when practically put to test, be a very 
expensive economy. But when faced with disaster there is no 
time to stop and consider the cost, or red tape of delay. The 
spending in emergency high water fights of a few hundred or 
thousands of dollars in many eases have saved millions. 



The levees are absolutely vital in the extension of any buai- 
BGSs in the alluvial country, and those interested would be loath 
to have the building and maintenance of then taken from the 
control of a board composed of men directly arid personally in- 
terested in their success. For that reason it has been the custom 
to appoint men on this Hoard interested in business which would 
be vitally affected by an over How, ami the property owners believe 
very strongly in ioeal self-government and intimate eonlaet with 
those having control, when it comes to levees, 

The Tensas Iiasin is eut off from the other levee systems in 
the State below Red RivoV; (lie levees on the enst. bank are sep- 
arated from those on the nest bank. The rate of taxation is 
\ery different in different districts, ours being one of the largl'SI 
line af levees and having the greatest tux rate. 

The bonded indebtedness is in different proportion to tlmt 
in lite different districts. The board centralization seems quite 
attractive anil might be in parochial affairs and save a few 
dollars, but 1 believe (he people would prefer to manage their 
own affairs loeally, even at little advanced cost. 

Ovu' representatives in Congress, in framing the h'l 1 Control 

bill, thought it wise that the eontrol of the Levees he in the 
hands of local boards. It says: '*Upon the completion of any 
levee constructed for Hood control under authority of this Act, 
said levees shall be turned over to the district protected thereby 
for maintenance thereof." 

In conclusion, 1 submit that, in my lunnhlc opinion, to cen- 
tra I i/c tlie boards of the State into one board will not subserve 
lite beat interest of the people and will not meet with their ap- 
proval.

I submit herewith report on tile Fifth Louisiana Lowe Dis- 
trict, domiciled at Tatlulali. La., comprising Ihc parishes of East 
Carrol), .Madison, Tensas and Concordia. 

I li;iij submitted copies of Inmneia! statement and answers 
to queries made to your Board, October, 1 '■ n 7 . 

Attached hereto in financial reports from June 1, 1915, to 
June I, 1916, and from June 1, 1916, to June J. 1917, which re- 
rlcets the true condition of receipts and disbursements for the 
years mentioned. 

Tlie copy o£ reports made to you m October did not re licet 
correctly the true condition; hence, I made a new financial 
.statement from tin* books as kept. 

By comparison you can readily .see the difference, especially 
as regards cash balances on hand at various times, also one Or 
two errors under tins items of disbursements and the elimination 
of the item of outstanding warrants. 

The Secretary in making financial report, tuok the two .semi- 
annual reports made for a year and added the various amounts 
under each bead, hence the errors, especially in cash baianees. 

I cheeked eaeh item of receipts and disbursements to obtain 
Die correct statement. Also verified the cash balances from 
Stale Auditor's statements, reconciling same and liuding same 

correct, 

I examined the minutes carefully, and found the transactions 
of the Board to be in haraottj with them. The answers to queries 
appear to lie full and reflect the actions of the Board. Answer 
to query No. 11 is not as clear as should be. the records showing 
outstanding loans to the Board to the amount of fi200,000$0, in 
addition to #1,000,000.00 outstanding hoods as stated to query 
Xo. !l. 

Contracts for levee construction are let in accordance with 
law and payments made on estimates made by the Hoard of State 
Engineers. The inspectors and members are in charge, princi- 
pally in bigh-Wat6F fights, and pay rolls seems to appear in reg- 
ular form, hut as usual, many signatures are made with marks 
and i ml witnessed, and banks are used to meet pay rolls which 
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are reimbursed by warrants drawn by the Secretary and Presi- 
dent on the State Auditor, when approved as shown in answer to 
queries. 

The answer to queries explain fully the facts in regard to 
I he work of the Board, as shown by the warrants. Statements 
of contracts let for the time considered is attached hereto, show- 
ing the prices paid for yard&ge under various eon tracts. 

It is evident and not even denied by members interviewed, 
that al! money spent, in high water fights is not done as econom- 
ically a.s might be desired, but under excitement and emergency, 
time is not taken to consider economy as would be under normal 
conditions, time being the main factor. 

Eaeb item of disbursement as clearly represents for what 
the money is spent as practical. It is almost impossible to deter- 
mine fairly, in some instances, whether the money is judiciously 
spent or not, 

1 feel that as the report gives full ami complete statement of 
payments for salaries, expenses, per die in, etc., and that your 
Hoard can easily determine for itself as to the judiciousness of 
these expenditures. 

I attach hereunto resolutions filing tax rate for the year 
1915, and which has been readoptcd for the years 1916 and 1!)I7.

Pear Sirs.- I Jim banding you herewith a condensed financial 

si ill en lent of the 1'otitelmrtrain Levee Hoard, which is, as you 
will observe, irregular, yet it is the best statement that can be 
rendered from the hooks- and copy oT report submitted for my 
examination. I have spesi an unusual amount of time on the 
work in this particular instance, as tin- books are kept different 
from any other Board with which I have some in contact. The 
1 looks, as kept, show receipts as advised hy the Auditor, at Ha ton 

Rouge, and the disbursements consist only of warrants issued by 
Hii.s Hoard. No entry on the hooks of disbursements is made 
where the Auditor disburses items direct. For instance, no ac- 
count was taken as a liisbursemeul for amount paid assessors as 
commissions during the past two years, nor interest on $558,000 
of bonded indebted tiess for the same period. The hooks are not 
balanced against the Auditor's and Treasurer's statements al the 
end of eaeb month and balances brought forward, as should be 
done. No attempt is made to balance same, and the book of dis- 
bursements si a ml only as a record of warranto drawn, and their 
classification into the account against which they should be 
charged. Von can see at a glance that it would be impossible at, 
all to (In any cheeking against hooks kept in this manner without 
outside information. The only way that I was able to do any 
definite checking at all was by the aid of monthly reports, which 
the State Auditor and Treasurer submit to the Secretary of the 
Hoard, and in this work these items were considered. The report. 
is made to run from dune 1, 1915, to June 1, 1917, instead of. as 
usual, from - f ■ ■ I > 1, VM'i, to duly 1, 1917. Had the report been 
made on these usual dates. I might have been able 1o have derived 
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some help from the reports made to the Supervisor of Public 
Accounts, but, (is it was, nothing could lie hail of aid from the 
quarterly reports. The present Secretary, who took charge in the 
latter part of 1916, has taken into consideration, somewhat, the 
items of disbursements referred to above, such as assessors' com- 
missions and interest on bonded indebtedness on his books, but 
prior to that time not a sign of an entry on any book considered 
any disbursements oilier than warrants drawn. The time taken to 
do this work lias been more than usual, but it was simply due to 
the fae.t. that 1 had to search out with scant information, items 
that go to make up the report which were not included in the re- 
port. Really, the report itself, as submitted to your Hoard, does 
not reflect the true condition of the Board's affairs, and it is not 
compiled in such a way as to give the information desired without 
wading through an unnecessary mass of matter. I have 1i led this 
report with you. hoping that it may he satisfactory. If it should 
not lie satisfactory, you might instruct mc and I will advise the 
Board to make a proper .statement in line with the requirements. 
1 will say this, however, that the report submitted to your Board 
is correct insofar as it goes, with the exceptions of a few slight 
and insignificant errors, hut it does not cover everything needed. 
By reference to the report itself you would get a full understand- 
ing of what 1 have to say regarding same.

The Hoard owes the 
printer's salary for 1916 and 1917, amounting to $25.00, and also 
the Secretary's salary for several months' salary, for which no 
warrant has yet been issued. 

12. The Hoard has sold no bonds in the last live years. Pres- 
ent bonded indebtedness was prior to rive years ago. 

13. This inquiry is answered by the answer to No. 12. 
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IS. The inquiry is somewhat difficult to answer, but it is the 
Opinion of the undersigned that, one small board, located at the 
capital seat, is naahle to properly lake eare of the affairs of each 
levee district in the State. 

Local conditions can best be dealt with and met by men from 
the locality affected, who are acquainted with these conditions. 
(Iii<> small Unnnl ■.■iniM hardly have a representative t"n >in every 
section covered by the limits of each district, as at present, hence, 

the districts would perhaps not receive the attention they deserve 

or which they are now receiving. Again, if a small Board would 
have a representative from each district, it would be less repre- 
sentation in one commissioner for tie* district than now exists in 
three or perhaps more. 

We do not think it practicable for one Hoard to look after 
several districts who have varied interests and different condi- 
tions affecting it. If such a Board was appointed it would mean 
either that all of the members thereof had to visit each district 
and study its needs and the conditions existing therein or affect- 
ing it in order to administer its affairs intelligently, or that it 
would have to accept the views, opinions, recommendations and 
ideas of the member from each district solely, in regard to every- 
thing concerning and affecting it, which is virtually concentrating 
the power and authority with regard to the affairs of that district 
in the hands of one man, instead of three or more as at present. 

There may be advantages derived from one single Board to 
take charge of the affairs of every district, but we believe that 
they arc all outweighed by the views ahnw expressed.

Payments of all el aims are made by warrant drawn on the 
State Auditor, Signed by the Secretary and President of the 
Board. The few items of monthly disbursements are paid for in 
the same manner on hills approved by the purchaser and for- 
warded to President for his approval before signing for same. 
These are to cover small merchandise purchases and the inci- 
dental expenses. Fixed expenses siteli as salaries, offiee rent and 
printing contract, and for leveeing construction approved on esti- 
mates by Board of State Engineers, are paid for by warrant on 
the Auditor in due form, 1 have examined the minutes for the 
past two years, and find the eontraet for leveeing construction for 
this time to agree with the statement made in report in answer to 
Question No. H lioth as to price and amount paid. 

The answers to all queries seem to be explicit, and in due ac- 
cord with Hie records. I have verified the balances with the State 
Auditor hy comparing same with statement from bis office. 
Monthly meetings are not held regularly, but only upon call of 
the President, as the business of the Board requires them. Only 
six recorded meetings have been held during the past two years. 
All members of the Board serve without compensation either per 
diem or expense. 

Prom information gathered from the records and minutes I 
consider the Board's affairs are run economically, and effort is 
made to keep down unnecessary expense as much as possible.

All the salaried officers of the Board 
ami the employees of tin- Hoard are engaged in other business 
enterprises, with the exception of Mi*. K, B. Mhoon, inspector. 
While this employee of the Board owns a farm in Richland Par- 
ish, lie devotes Ids entire time to levee inspection work uti the Mis- 
sissippi River levees under tin- jurisdiction of this Board in Ar- 
kansas. 

The President of the Board, Hod. 0. It Smith, of Caldwell 
Parish, is a fanner, and devotes the major portion of his time to 
this work. However, lie gives all the times which the duties of 
his nffiee as President rci|uire. Ife visits the levees, attends t lie* 
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letting of ron tracts, attends the meeting of the Hoard, acta upon 
every proposition which is submitted to the Hoard, and in every 
tray devotes all the time which his position requires as President. 
Whenever there is a hi^h water fight I he President remains at 
Arkansas City and superintends this work until all danger is 
owr. The duties of the President are numerous and require eon- 
side i-ii I ile time in various way*, which it vvoidd lake considerable 
time and space to enumerate here. 

The Secretary devotes all the lime to the duties of this office 
which it requires, whatever that happens to be. He keeps I he 
books of the Hoard, answers the correspondence, makes out. all the 
reports, is present at all meetings ol" the Hoard, acts as Secretary 
in Arkansas City during the high water lights, and docs every- 
thing whieh his position may require. However, the work has 
never been so laborious as to require all of his time all the time. 
The salary of $50,00 per month, the same received by the Presi- 
dent, would indicate that only a part of the Secretary's time is 
required. He maintains an office at domicile open every day 
in the year, however, where the public may attend to any business 
v, ii h the Board. The present Secretary is editor of the Richland 
Beacon- News.

Our contracts are let under the su- 
pervision of the Hoard of State Engineers, who advertise for bid- 
ders and follow the law hi the matter. The President of I lie 
Board is present at the letting and signs the contracts, together 
with the Secretary of the Board. The specifications are pre- 
pared l>y the Board of State Engineers, arid same are approved by 
the Levee Hoard. The Levee Hoard issues the warrants upon 
the certificate, or estimate, of the Board of State Engineers. 
These warrants are signed by the President and Secretary of the 
Levee Board, and are drawn against the account of the Tensas 
Basin Levee District in the State Treasury. Our warrants are 
directed to the State Auditor. There has been no contract let for 
levee work and an extension contract made at same price without 
reletting. 

Answer to Question 11. The Board has no other indebtedness 
except the bonds which have already been described.

Answer to Question IN. We can see no more reason for the 
consolidation of Hie Levee Bonn Ik id" the State than for the con- 
solidation of the School Hoards or the Police Juries. We eer- 
taioly ihi mil consider it would be wise to include the Tensas Basin 

Levee Board, iis most of its taxpayers arc small farmers who can 

not stand the heavy taxes oilier levee districts are burdened with. 
The only ia\ Ibis Hoard now pays is a 5-inill advnloreni tax on 
the alluvial land in Hie district. There are ether districts in 
which a 10-jnill tax. an acreage tax, a produce tax, and other taxes 
arc levied for levee purposes. This would work a hardship in our 
district. Then, we consider the Levee Districts as having interest. 
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peculiar to themselves, and sis being supported by separate tax 
levies, and really !i;iiiiil' Hulking In cummin I'nr the supervision 
of a common board. la the instance of this Board, all the money 
for levee purposes on tin; Mississippi River are spent in the 
Southeast Arkansas Levee District, Arkansas, while other Hoards 
of the State spend their funds within the State, We feel that to 
remove local supervision would remove local interest, particularly 
during high water tights, and jeopardise the interests of t\ic 
people in the several districts, quite a tiumher of which may be 
threatened at the same time. This would be a work that those 
behind the levees, or those paying the taxes, should have direct 
say, and not through some more or less disinterested central 
Hoard removed from the dangers of the situation. 

The Levee Districts have funds that are sacred and should not 
he violated by either confusing them in a general fund or subject- 
ing them for disbursement to officers whose interests are foreign 
to the purposes for which those funds are levied and paid into the 
Levee Hoard treasuries. 

The expenses for maintaining this Hoard are less than it would 
he if consolidated with other boards and high-priced officials 
employed and our Hoard forced to share that expense. It is not 
only safety hut. economy for I his Board to manage its own affairs.

I lentlemen : I herewith submit report on Tensas Lcyee Hoard, 
domiciled at Uiiyville. La., comprising the Parishes of West Car- 
roll, Morehouse, Ouachita, Richland, Franklin, Caldwell, Cata- 
houla and Ln Sidle. I had suhniitlcd for my guidance, copy of 
financial statement and answers to queries made to your honor* 
able Hoard in October, 1D17. Attached hereto you will find finan- 
cial statement of r 'Opts and disbursements in detail from July 

1. 1910, to duly 1. 1918, and from duly I. 1916, to July 1, 1917. 
The financial reporl rendered hy the Secretary was not in detail 
and did not tmvl the requirements of your honorable Board for 
detail statement, hence, 1 made same in detail from the hooks 
and records as kept and it reflects the correct condition of affairs. 
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The combined figures of their report do not agree in every 
particular with the totals given, but this must be due to errors 
in making up their figures. The balances on hand, us shown, 
were verified and proven eorreet by checking with Auditor's 
monthly statement, showing the same to be eorreet. The answers 
to queries are Full and explicit, arid in accord with the actions of 
the Board, as shown by the minutes. 

The minutes are clear and in II and hear out the answers to 
queries as given. The revenues are derived from ad valorem 
taxes only, also the 17/20 mill general engineer's fund is returned 
to this district, also an additional amount transferred from geii- 
era) engineer's Fund, as shown by the statement. This is in ae- 
eordauee with the special act of the Legislature peeuliar to this 
Board, I examined some of the pay rolls ami found, as usual, 
niany signatures thereon written in the same hands, and marks 
made, but no witnesses to the same; otherwise, the pay rolls seem 
to he in due form. 

In high water Eights funds in round amounts are drawn and 
deposited iu hanks in the Stale of Arkansas, where all of this 
Hoard's work is done, and drawn against by the Secretary of the 
Board to meet payments and other expenses for this purpose, all 
of which appear in proper form. All contracts appear to he let, iu 
accordance with law. as shown by the minutes, after proper ad- 
vertisement for bids. Warrants are drawn on State Auditor iu 
due form on approved estimate of Board of State Engineers in 
payments on contract. 

The various items of disbursements are given in detail and are 
explanatory of the purposes for which the money was expended.

A review of the foregoing reports of the various levee boards 
discloses .some matters of interest to the people of tlie State that 
should require the attention of the General Assembly. We he- 
lie ve that jill the levee boards should be required to deposit their 
fin ids in the State Treasury. We find that the Caddo Levee 
Hoard deposits the largest part of its funds with a local hank 
and receives no interest thereon, and only keeps with the State 
Treasury a small amount necessary to meet outstanding warrants. 

We find that the Orleans Levee Hoard deposits with the loeal 

banks, and maintains an average ha la nee with them, an amount 
exceeding $300,000, upon which it receives interest. Vet the 

State of Louisiana pays the salaries of the assessors and also pays 
ilie rax eulleetor and the clerical expenses of his office, amount- 
ing to thousands of dollars, for the. assessing and collecting taxes 
of this particular levee district, and this levee board does not 
contribute a cent toward said amounts, the game beiug appropri- 
ated by the General Assembly and paid by the State. 

We believe that if the State of Louisiana is keeping- the ac- 
counts of the levee hoards anil the State Treasury is handling 
(heir hscal affairs, assessing and collecting taxes t'nr them, that 
the funds should be kept on deposit in the State Treasury and all 
funds disbursed by warrant thereon. 

Another matter of some moment has attraeted our attention 
in conned ion with the levee hoard expenditures, and that is the 
large amount of Boating indebtedness due by some of these 
hoards. Under the State Constitution the Legislature can not 
create any indebtedness against the State of Louisiana, nor make 
any appropriation in excess of the revenues. We are Convinced 
that some limitation should be placed Upon the expenditures of 
levee hoards. They should not he permitted to anticipate their 
revenues hey mid the current year, and should not he permitted 
to create a large amount of Boating indebtedness without first ob- 
taining some legislative sanction therefor. During the years when 
there is no hiirh water, the levee hoards should undoubtedly cur- 
tail their expenditures so as to build up a surplus to help take 
care of the high water expenses, and not create large flouting in- 
debtednesses that must eventually he paid by an increased bond 
issue or an additional tax rate upon the people of the district. 
This appears to us a wise and .judicious policy and some legis- 
lative limitation upon the expenditures of the levee boards ap- 
pears to be necessary. 

Likewise we would call attention to the small assessment of 
some of the levee districts and the large amount of their hooded 
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indebtedness, One levee board (the Saline Levee District) is 

la-hind several years in the payment of the interest on its bonds, 
and two or three other levee boards barely receive revenues suffi- 
cient, to pay I he interest on their bonded indebtedness, allowing 
nothing whatever for genera] operating expenses. Of course, 
such a condition can not he changed at the present time, as to 
levee districts already created, 'but we mention the faet as a 
word of caution to Die General Assembly in permitting the cre- 
ation of districts, either levee, drainage or road, that do not pro- 
vide sufficient revenues with which to meet the obligations in- 
curred by the same. 

A review of the various assessments of the different parishes 
discloses the faet that levee taxes, being based upon the local per- 
centage of actual value for assessment purposes, varies in the 
parishes embraced in the same district. This should be remedied 
by legislative enactment, and we believe that whenever a levee 
district embraces more than one parish within its territorial 
limits, it should be governed by the State valuation and the State 
percentage of assessment, so that the same would apply uniformly 
in n't^ry parish in the district. The rate of taxtion — that is, the 
mil Inge, produce and acreage taxes — should be left to the levee 
board for establishment. We believe this is necessary in the 
interest of securing uniformity and equality between the parishes 
in the payment uf levee taxes, and we consider the same right 
and proper. 



PAID INTEREST COUPONS SHOULD RE CANCELLED. 

The levee boards of the State have issued several million dol- 
lars of bonds during the past several years, all of which have 
interest coupons amounting to thousands of dollars. Prior to 
about 1906 it was customary for these coupons to he sent to the 
State Treasurer and warrant issued by the Auditor against the 
account, of the levee district whose coupons were being paid, and 
the amount charged to their account. On account of some irregu- 
larities in handling the matter in this way, the State Hoard of 
Liquidation passed a resolution authorizing the Auditor and the 
Treasurer to deposit the amount of interest due at any specified 
period with certain of the fiscal agent batiks, and authorized the 
banks themselves to pay said coupons. In accordance with this 
resolution, interest coupons due by the various levee boards were 
apportioned as follows : 
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Interest coupons payable at the Hibernia Bank & Trust Com- 
pany tor flie following boards: 

Red River. Atchat'nlaya and Bay cm Bumf, 
Plaquemines East Bank,

Interest coupons payable at the New Orleans National Batik 
for the following hoards: 

Atehfifalaya Basin Levee District, 

Fifth Louisiana Levee District, 
Bossier Levee District, 

These banks were presumed to send these interest coupons to 
the State Auditor's office at least every six months, in order 
that the coupons might be pasted in a coupon register and duly 
cancelled, so that the Auditor's office at all times would know 
exactly what, interest coupons were outstanding and unpaid at 
lite bank and that Die jiinouut of funds to the credit account at 
the respective banks would conform to the amount of this out- 
standing interest. 

An examination shows: that these coupons have not lieen 
pasted in the respective registers of each levee hoard for several 
yen rs and that the coupons arc piled up in the haseincnt of the 
Auditor's office, and a large quantity are held in tin* hanks of 
the City of New Orleans. Some provision sin mid he made for 
having these coupons properly pasted into the register and ran- 
celled, and an audit, and adjustment of the coupon interest 
account at the banks should he made on behalf of t lie levee boards. 
If the amount of work entailed upon the Auditor's office is so 
heavy that it cannot be done by that department, then some pro- 
vision should be made to require this work to he done for safe- 
guarding the accounts of the levee boards, involving thousands of 
dollars interest represented by the coupons on their bonds. 

All of these matters being of more than ordinary interest, we 
commend the foregoing to your thoughtful consideration. 
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CONSOLIDATION OF LEVEE BOARDS. 

From tlic investigations which we have made a majority of 
this Board concludes thnt it would uot be wise, at this time, to 
consolidate the various levee boards of the State. 

This conclusion is arrived at for the reason that the members 
of the levee boards seem universally opposed to consolidation, and 
in their answers to our question, asking their opinion with refer- 
ence to this matter, they have advanced some very sonnet reasons 
for their opposition. 

We will not reiterate the reasons as they are published iu the 
reports of the levee boards and are, in most eases, well stated. 

As stated before, our investigation of the levee boards has uot 
been thorough or complete. We have done the best we could, 
under the circumstances, but we are of the opinion that no accu- 
rate conclusions can be founded on the iuvestigatiou given by us. 

Until the levee boards receive a more thorough investigation 
and review than we have been aide to give them, a majority of 
this Board concludes that it would not be wise to disturb their 
present organization.
